However, “many. physicians, in 
tuch canes, advise the use of peni- 
cillin lozenges which are ‘allowed to 
dissolve slowly in the mouth, or they 
may suggest o similar preparation 
of one of the sulfonamide drugs. | 

In such cases, the noso fs also 
carefully examined by the doctor to 
tctermine if there Is any Infection 
present In the sinuses and, if such 
infection is present, treatment uf 
the sinuses Is carried out. 

Soro Tongue 

The prolonged sucking of penl-- 
cillin lozenger sometimes causes a 
sore tongue which may bo more un- 
plensant thon the original sore 
thront. Fortunately, this condition 
of the tongue clears up when the 
treatment {1s stopped. 

Vincent’s angina, or trench mouth, 
in another condition which may be 
cleared up quickly with penicillin. 
‘Penlelllln lozenges are also useful 
here. In trench mouth, there are ul- 
cers or sores In the mouth, In severe 
enses, not only should the peniciii{n 
Jozenres be used, but the penicillin 
should ‘also be given by injection 
Snto 1 muscle.

Tonsillitis

ed by the use of penielllin lozenges. 
In severe cases, penicillin may be 
given by injectlon Jnto a muscle, or 
one of the sulfonamide drugs can 
be taken by mouth. . 

Sometimes an abscess forms fn 
the tissues around the tonsils, This 
is known as a peritonsillar abscess. 
The giving of penicillin or sulfo- 
namide will help {to bring this ab- 
secss toa hend. Then it can bo 
opened and the infected -material 
dratned out. . 

In chronic infection .of the tonsils, 
neither the sulfonamide nor the 
penicillin seems to bring about a 
cure. In such cases, removal of the 
fonslls is required. B

Rinse the interior with 
a damp cloth, and dry. Open the 
doors and ‘usc an electric fan tu 
speed up the drylng process.

Hands that ore at all sensitive to 
cold should be well gloved, cither 
working glaves or woollen.
